LITHUANIAN PEECE-KEEPERS TO RETURN FROM CROATIA ON SATURDAY 

VILNIUS, Aug 15, BNS - The 39 soldiers of the LITPLA-2 platoon of Lithuanian peace-keepers were to return 
from Croatia on August 19. The plane carrying the returning soldiers was to land in Kaunas at Karmelava 
Airport at 6:30 P.M. on Saturday. 

This is the second platoon of Lithuanian peace-keepers which has been serving in Croatia since February as part 
of a Danish UN batallion. It is planned that the platoon be replaced by a third Lithuanian LITPLA-3, currently 
stationed in Denmark along with a group of Estonian peace-keepers. LITPLA-3 will spend 2-3 months in 
Croatia after which both Lithuanian and Estonian forces will return home, since the United Nations has decided 


to demobilize its peace-keeping forces in Croatia, withdrawing the Danish batallion. 
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
